Secretary Dern Urges 
Study of Service Pay 


Inadequacy of the present pay schedule 
for officers and men of the Army was 
emphasized and restoration of payment 
of the reenlistment allowance was urged 
in the annual report of Secretary of 
War Dern made public this week. 

Similar recommendations were made 
in the recent report of Secretary of the 
Navy Swanson. 

“In terms of real wages,” Secretary 
Dern told the President, “Army officers 
and enlisted men are worse off today 
than they were 30 years ago. I hope 
that as soon as the economic condition 
of the country warrants the added ex- 
pense the Congress will consider an up- 
ward revision in Army pay schedules.” 

Other recommendations of the Secre 
tury were: 

“The Regular Army should be main- 
tained at a minimum strength of 14,000 
officers and 165,000 enlisted men. Au- 
thority has been given for recruiting the 
Army up to 165,000 enlisted men, but it 
should be extended to permit raising the 
officer strength from 12,000 to 14,000, the 
increase to be made in annual incre 
ments, so that the total number would 
be attained in 4 or 5 years. 

“The National Guard should be main- 
tained at a minimum strength of 210,000, 


which will necessitate an increase of 
approximately 15,000. 
“The minimum number of officers of 


the Organized Reserves to be given 2 
weeks’ active duty military § training 
each year should be 30,000. Available 


funds limit the number to be given this 
character of training during the coming 
fiscal year to 20,000, 

“Provision should be made for enroll- 
ing 50,000 youths annually in the Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camps. The 
number to trained this summer at 
such camps is 30,000, 

“An enlisted reserve of sufficient size 
to bring existing Regular Army units to 
war strength should be maintained. 

“A 5-year aircraft procurement pro- 
gram should be initiated at once, under 
which a minimum of 800 military air- 
planes of the best and most modern 
design should be purchased annually. 

“A munitions procurement program 
should be begun which should have as 
its objective the acquisition of a full 
complement of modern weapons and 
other equipment for the Regular Army 
and National Guard at peace strength, 
plus a reasonable reserve of standard 
ized equipment. 

“Funds should be made available for 
the completion of the Army housing pro 
gram, so that the Army may be provided 
with needed facilities.

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Press Sees Little Prospect for Naval Limitation Treaty As Conference Opens 


A gloomy outlook lies ahead of the naval limitation conference, the press of 
the Nation declares. World conditions and the divergent views of Japan, Britain 
and the United States, according to the editors, make any prospect of an agreement 
at this time practically impossible. 

“It is difficult to see how the London conference can make any progress in the 
limitation of navies,” comments the St. Joseph, Mo. Gazette. “Indeed, the parley 
may be interrupted by a clash among the participating powers. The recent British 
election offers no hope that the conference will be held in an atmosphere of for- 
bearance and good will. Under these conditions, the best our delegates can do is to 
take a middle position, observe carefully, and report back to Washington.” 





“Although the prospect of reaching an agreement is held to be comparatively 
slight, it remains that the only way to prevent racing in armament is for the na- 
tions to enter into limitation pacts,” says the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette. “It would 
be most regrettable if all the hope that arose from the Washington conference of 
1922 should be disappointed. 


“The United States, which initiated the limitation policy, has gone to almost | 


fantastic lengths in carrying it out, even sinking fine ships in a magnificient gesture 
of persuasion. * * * The United States has given abundant evidence of its dis- 
position for peace and readiness to negotiate in friendly spirit. On the sternly 
realistic side, it is to be borne in mind that if the spirit of mutual accomodation is 
not to prevail, and competition in naval building is to be the order of the day, this 
country can stand the gaff not only as well as the others, but better than any. The 
American navy must have no inferior position.” 





“No statesman, not even among the British who called this meeting, has been 
so rash as to hope for agreement on anything but minor and technical points,” 
states the Cleveland Plain-Dealer. “If the conference can be steered to a quiet 
demise before Christmas without creating dangerous illwill it may be considered as 
great a success as possible under the present tempers of the naval powers. * * *

Motors and Weapons 

“Some progress was made during the 
past year in modernizing the equipment 
of our Army. Much remains to be done, 
but the steps already taken encourage 
us in the hope that in the next few years 
our small force will be supplied with the 
latest and best in equipment, weapons, 
and mechanical transport. 

“Recent improvements have made im- 
portant changes in weapons and in com- 
bat vehicles, increasing the fire power 
and mobility of military units. These 
changes render obsolete much of the 
equipment used by armies in the World 
War. The reequipment of even a small 
force, such as ours, with the latest in 
weapons and mechanical transport would 
involve a very heavy outlay of funds. 
To provide a complete war reserve of 
such equipment would not only involve 
u prohibitive expenditure, but, in view

Pay and Personnel 


“The Army appropriation acts for the 
past 2 years have contained a provision 
that there should be no more than 11,- 
750 officers in the Regular Army whose 
original commissions bore dates prior to 
June 1 of each of the years affected. 
Compliance with this provision necessi- 
tated the separation from the active list 
of about 300 officers, in addition to those 
affected by normal attrition. This was 
accomplished by the retirement of oflfi- 
cers not qualified physically for active 
field service, by encouraging the volun- 
tary retirement of officers of more than 
30 years’ service, and by invoking class 
Is proceedings against officers regarded 
as failing to meet the high standards of 
professional fitness required in the Army. 
To separate additional officers from the 
active list by these methods is becoming 
increasingly difficult, and it is respect- 
fully suggested that directives of this 
character be omitted from future ap- 
propriation acts.

New Army Efficiency Report 

The form for the new efficiency re- 
port for commissioned officers of the 
Army has gone to the printers and prob- 
ably will be available in time for dis- 
tribution shortly after the first of the 
year. It’s official designation will be 
‘W.D., AGO, Form No. 67, January 1, 
1936,” " 

As stated last week in these columns 
the new report is designed to eliminate 
&s far as possible the opinion of the 
reporting officer and substitute therefore 
questions requiring factual answers. 
It is considered that the only question 
of opinion in the new report is “J,” 
Which is practically the same as in the 
old report : “Has he exhibited any weak- 
hesses—temperamental, moral, physical, 
ete—which adversely affect his effi- 
cleney? If yes, describe them. (FACT 
or OPINION. Line out one.)” 

Questions “A”, “B", and “OC”, (name, 
Period covered, and stations at which 

Served) remain the same. Probably 
the outstanding change comes in section 

y", the definitions, which are entirely 
revised. “Inferior” is dropped as a rat- 
ing and “very satisfactory” and “un- 
known” added.

nates “Tact, (the faculty of being con- 
siderate and sensible in dealing with 
others)”, and substitutes therefore 
“Cooperation (Acting jointly and effec- 
tively with another or others, military 
or civilian, to attain a designated ob- 
jective)”. Also the definition of Leader- 
ship is amplified to read “The capacity 
to direct. control and influence others 
in definite lines of action or movement 
and still maintain high morale.”

nated and an entirely new section in- 
serted. The old “I” stated, “Would you 
object, be reluctant, be satisfied, espe- 


cially desire, to have this officer serve 
under your command. in peace? in War? 
In his present or a higher grade? (Line 
out inappropriate words. State rea- 
sons.)”. In its place the following has 
been inserted, “During the period cov- 
ered by this report has he taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunities acorded 
him to improve his professional knowl- 
edge.”

Sections “K”, “L” and “M” also 
remain virtually the same. These cover 
the officer’s support regardless of his 
personal views, whether he has been 
mentioned favorably or unfavorably in 
official communications, and whether 
he had been the subject of any disci- 
plinary measure that should appear on 
his record. 

Questions “N”, “O”, “P” and “Q” of 
the old report are eliminated entirely. 
These questions asked if his duty is 
commensurate with his grade, if he is 
qualified for the duties of his branch 
and grade, if he has demonstrated fitness 
for duties of next higher grade, and 
“What is the highest commander (or 
assignment in case of a staff officer) he 
is qual‘fied to hold in peace? in War?” 

Writing a brief general estimate of 





the officer, remains the same, but the 
question “How long have you known 
him?” is omitted and “Hlow well do you 
know him?” retained. 

The question in the old report that 
read “In case any unfavorable entries 
have been made by you on this report, 
were deficiencies indicated hereon 
brought to the attention of the officer 
concerned while under your command 
and prior to the rendition of this re- 
port? If yes, what improvement, if any 
was noted?” is retained in the new form 
but is amplified by the addition of the 
following: “If no improvement was 
noted, what period of time elapsed be- 
tween your notification to him of his 
deficiencies and the rendition of this 
report?” 

The following section is added in the 
new form: “Based on your observation 
during the period covered by this re- 
port, give in your own words your esti- 
mate of his general value to the ser- 
vice.” 


London Naval Conference 

Representatives of the powers of the 
world gathered in London Dec. 9 in a 
final effort to restore life to the fast 
dying system of naval limitation by 
treaty. However, in spite of protesta- 
tions from all sources that an agree- 
ment is earnestly desired none appeared 
in sight as the first week of discussions 
drew to a close. 

From the United States, Delegate Nor- 
man Davis presented a letter written by 
President Roosevelt Oct. 5, 1984, which 
he said still expresses the view of the 
American people. This letter, while ad- 
hering to the present ratio system sug- 
gested a proportionate total tonnage re- 
duction of all treaty navies by 20 per 
cent. 

To this the Japanese replied that it 
was merely a perpetuation of the present 
ratios which they oppose. The British 
agreed in principle with the Americans. 
The French said that they already have 
advocated a much greater reduction. 
The Italians said they would give it 
serious consideration. 

On the second day of the conference, 
much to the surprise of observers, the 
powers agreed to take up the question 
of total tonnage—the contentious ques- 
tion on which the conference probably 
will deadlock. The Japanese appeared 
obviously surprised at the quick accept- 
ance of their demand that the subject 
be considered. 

The expected Japanese proposal was 
that a “common upper limit” be estab- 
lished, which would give her parity with 
Great Britain and the United States. 
But with a unanimity that was discon- 
certing to the Japanese delegates, the 
representatives of the other nations pro- 
ceeded to bombard the suggestion with 
thoroughness. In presenting their pro- 
posal the Japanese would name no figure 
for the upper tonnage limit they desired, 
but fit was intimated that they will 
return later to amplify their position. 

Both the British and American dele- 
gates asserted that the Japanese demand 
for equal tonnage was inconsistent with 
their insistence that they favor equality 
of security. Both nations declared that 
their defense obligations and require- 
ments are much greater than those of 
Japan and thus larger fleets are called 
for. These fleets, they contended, would 
not jeopardize the security of Japan. 

The American position was set forth 
in President Roosevelt's letter to Nor- 
man Davis as follows: 

“In asking you to return to London to 
continue and expand the conversations 
begun last June preparatory to the na- 
val conference in 1935, I am fully aware 
of the gravity of the problems before 
you and your British and Japanese col- 
leagues. The object of next year’s con- 
ference is ‘to frame a new treaty to re- 
place and carry out the purposes of the 
present treaty.’ The purposes themselves 
are ‘to prevent the dangers and to reduce 
the burdens inherent in competitive 
armament’ and ‘to carry forward the 
work begun by the Washington Naval 
Conference and to facilitate progressive 
realization of general limitation and re- 
duction of armament.’ 

“The Washington Naval Conference of 
1922 brought to the world the first im-

portant voluntary agreement for limita- 
tion and reduction of armament. It 
stands out as a milestone in civilization. 


“It was supplemented by the London 
Naval Treaty of 1980, which recognized 
the underlying thought that the good 
work begun should be progressive—in 
other words, that further limitation and 
reduction should be sougth. 

“Today the United States adheres to 
that goal. That must be our first con- 
sideration. 

“The Washington and London treaties 
were not mere mathematical formulae. 
The limitations fixed on the relative na- 
val forces were based on the compara- 
tive defensive needs of the powers con- 
cerned; they did not involve the sacri- 
fice of any vital interests on the part of 
their participants; they left the relative 
security of the great naval powers un- 
impaired. 

“The abandonment of these treaties 
would throw the principle of relative 
security wholly out of balanee; it would — 
result in competitive naval building, the 
consequence of which no one can fore 
tell. 

“IT ask you, therefore, at the first 
opportunity to propose to the British 
and Japanese a substantial proportional 
reduction in the present naval levels. I 
suggest a total tonnage reduction of 20 
per cent below existing treaty tonnage. 
If it is not possible to agree on this 
percentage, please seek from the British 
and Japanese a lesser reduction—15 per 
cent or 10 per cent or 5 per cent. The 
United States must adhere to the high 
purpose of progressive reduction. It 
will be a heartening thing to the people 
of the world if you and your colleagues 
ean attain this end. 

“Only if all else fails should you seek 
to secure agreement providing for the 
maintenance and extension of existing 
treaties over as long a period as possible. 

“T am compelled to make one other 
point clear. I cannot approve, nor would 
I be willing to submit to the Senate of 
the United States any new treaty calling 
for larger navies. Governments impelled 
by common sense and the good of human- 
ity ought to seek treaties reducing arma- 
ments; they have no right to seek 
treaties increasing armaments. 

“Excessive armaments are in them- 
selves conducive to those fears and sus- 
picions which breed war. Competition 
in armament is a still greater menace. 
The world would rightly reproach Great 
Britain, Japan and the United States if 
we moved against the current of progres- 
sive thought. We three nations, the 
principal naval powers, have nothing to 
fear from one another. We cannot 
escape our responsibilities, joint and 
several, for would peace and recovery. 

“TI am convinced that if the basic 
principle of continued naval limitation 
with progressive reduction can be ad- 
hered to this year and next, the techni- 
calities of ship tonnage, of ship classes, 
of gun calibers and of other weapons, 
can be solved by friendly conference. I 
earnestly hope that France and Italy, 
which are full parties to the Washing- 
ton Treaty, will see their way to partici- 
pate fully in our efforts to achieve fur- 
ther naval limitation and reduction. 

“The important matter to keep con- 
stantly before your eyes is the principle 
of reduction—the maintenance of one 
of the greatest achievements of friendly 
relatons between the nations.”

Not only is the Fleet 
deprived of the services of skilled men 
for long periods while recovering from 
injuries, but naval hospitals are finding 
their facilities heavily taxed by the in- 
creasing load of caring for maimed 
naval personnel. 

Recently an enlisted man from the 
Fleet was sentenced to San Quentin 
Prison, Calif., by the civil courts on 
conviction of manslaughter on a hit and 
run driving charge.

Health of the Navy 

Extracts from the annual report of 
Rear Adm. P. 8. Rossiter, MC, USN, 
Surgeon General of the Navy, follow: 

There was an increase in the general 
admission rate for diseases and injuries 
in the Navy for the calendar year 1934, 
due principally to increases in acute ca- 
tarrhal fever, acute bronchitis, measles, 
German measles, and bacillary dysentery. 
For the second consecutive year the ad- 
mission rate per 1,000 for venereal di- 
seases has shown a decrease over the 
rate for the preceding year. 

General death rates.—There were 299 
deaths from all causes in 1934, giving a 
rate of 2.73 per 1,000 as compared with 
4.09 per 1,000 for the year 1933 and 3.36 
per 1,000, the median for the preceding 
five-year period. Fifty of these deaths 
were caused by motor vehicle accidents, 
the leading cause of death, and 28 by 
drowning. Diseases were responsible for 
51.8 per cent of all deaths, wounds and 
injuries for 46.2 per cent; and poison- 
ings for 2 per cent. 

Wounds and injuries —The admission 
rate for wounds and injuries was 64.32 
per 1,000 in 1934 and 63.21 in 1933. 
There were 6,995 admissions for acci- 
dental injuries and poisonings in 1934 
and 6,800 in 1938. Twenty-six per cent 
of the injuries was sustained by Naval 
personnel while absent from their com- 
mand. Motor vehicle accidents were re- 
sponsible for 11.5 per cent of all admis- 
sions to the sick list for accidental in- 
juries and poisonings. There were 50 
deaths chargeable to motor vehicles, of 
which 48 were the result of injuries re- 
ceived while on leave or liberty. Of the 
808 motor vehicle injuries, 642 occurred 
in passenger-carrying automobiles, 75 in 
motorcycles, 64 in trucks, and 22 in 
other motor vehicles. Of 1,828 admis- 
sions for injuries poisonings incurred 
while on leave or liberty, 700, or 38 per 
cent, were the result of motor vehicle 
accidents. 

Athletic and recreative sports were re- 
sponsible for 1,412 admissions and 6 
deaths, constituting 20.2 per cent of total 
admissions to the sick list for accidental 
injuries and poisonings. 
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Engineer-in-Chief’s Report 

A “strong” recommendation that new 
engines be provided for three battleships 
of the Fleet, if the vessels are not to be 
replaced in the near future, is made by 
Rear Adm. H. G. Bowen, Engineer-in- 
Chief of the Navy, in his annual report 
made public this week. 

“The Oklahoma, New York, and Texas” 
he declared, “are considerably handi- 
capped due to being equipped with re- 
ciprocating engines and their consequent 
inability to maintain certain speeds in 
the battle line. If these vessels are not to 
be replaced in the near future, the 
Bureau of Engineering strongly recom- 
mends that they be reengined.” 


Material Condition of Fleet 


The material condition of the Fleet, 
Admiral Bowen reported, has improved 
during the past year. Much of this 
improvement is due to the Forces Afloat 
undertaking minor repairs on their own 
initiative, it was said, thus permitting 
the navy yards to concentrate on major 
work. However, unless there is an in- 
crease in repair ships and tenders or 
replacements are provided for those now 
in service, any material increase in the 
engineering maintenance work afloat is 
not possible, he added, and appropria- 
tions will have to be increased to meet 
the demands of increasing numbers of 
ships, increasing costs, and increasing 
age of vessels. 


Commenting on work accomplished 
during the year, and plans for the 
future, Admiral Bowen said: 


“Battleships—During the year new dis- 
tilling plants have been manufactured 
and installed on the Maryland and 
Oolorado. New 400 k. w. turbo genera- 
tor sets were installed on the Arizona, 
Pennsylvania and Texas, to replace the 
old 300 k. w. sets. This equipment has 
also been ordered for the Nevada, Okla- 
homa, New York, West Virginia, Colo- 
rado and Maryland, and will be avail- 
able for installation during the next 
Navy Yard overhauls of these vessels. 
The installation of the equipment now 
on order will complete the program of 
equipping all battleships, except the 
Arkansas and Wyoming, with 400 k. w. 
turbo generators. 

“The program to equip all battleships 
with new lightweight searchlights, fitted 
for remote control, has been started. 
Searchlights for all battleships, except 
the Arkansas and Wyoming, are now on 
order and will be installed as the ves- 
sels come up for their first overhaul 
after delivery of material. 

“A program to replace voice tubes with 
sound powered telephones, where water- 
tight integrity is involved, was begun 
during the year and material is on order 
for three battleships. The _ recently 
modernized vessels, Mississippi, Idaho 
and New Mexico, now have this equip- 
ment. 

“Carriers — The Ranger joined the 
Fleet in time to participate in Fleet 
Problem XVI. Her operating perform- 
ance was highly satisfactory. 

Cruisers In Efficient Condition 

“Oruisers—Heavy cruisers have been 
maintained in an efficient operating con- 
dition. Light cruisers, due to age, have 
required a large amount of repair work, 
but under the circumstances, are con- 
sidered in good material condition. Al- 
terations on these vessels have been held 
to a minimum, consistent with safety 
and operating efficiency. 

“Destroyers — The material condition 
of old destroyers has been very satis- 
factorily maintained, considering their 


age. 
“Auwiliaries — The general material 
condition of the auxiliaries is good, but 
due to the increasing age of the vessels, 
extensive repairs continue to be neces- 
sary. 
“Submarines — Submarines have been 
maintained in a satisfactory operating 
condition. Owing to the early retire- 
ment from service of the double hull 
type submarines, engineering expendi- 
tures on these vessels have been cur- 





tailed and funds thus released have 


been concentrated on the single hy 
types. 
Radio and Sound 

“A large part of the year’s work hay 
been devoted to contracting for ragj 
and sound equipment for vessels under 
construction ; testing preliminary models 
of all new equipment and expediting 
production and delivery. 

“The modernization of radio equip. 
ment on vessels in commission hag beep 
continued. 

“Standardization of equipment ang 
parts has continued particularly with 
vacuum tubes. They excellent teg 
facilities at the Navalj Research Labors. 
tory has made po standardization 
of improved tubes and narrowing of 
allowed tolerances in manufacture ani 
performance.”

This high spot of 
the convention will be presided over by 
the National President, Capt. L. W. 
Hesselman, USNR, and many distip- 
guished guests, including Members of 
Congress, ranking officers of the Regular 
Services, and guests of members will at- 
tend. 

Although the convention business meet- 
ings are open to only members of the 
Association, all Naval Reserve and 
Marine Oorps Reserve officers will be 
welcome to the banquet and are urged 
to attend. 

One of the most important items of 
business will be consideration of the Asso- 
ciation’s recommendations on the pro 
posed new basic Naval Reserve law.

Point Post Office. Heretofore, that position has been regarded as non-partisan, and 
properly so. The men who enter West Point and graduate therefrom, are sworn to 
obey the Government, no matter what party may be in power. The effort is to keep 
them free from partisan politics or influences, to inculcate them with the one 
thought of country. It was in keeping with this principle that the West Point Post 
Office was divorced from politics. To Mr. Farley, however, a job is a job wherever 
it may be. Hence his willingness to disregard tradition and to promote his New 
York organization by complying with the demand of a local boss to appoint an 
undertaker to a post which is in close and intimate contact with the Cadets. In a 
situation such as Mr. Farley has created, Secretary Dern should intervene. The 
latter is not a spoilsman. He should appeal to the President either to reappoint 
Miss Harrington, or, if this cannot be done, to name as her successor an Army 
widow or daughter. Thus would a wise tradition be upheld. 


PERTINENT REFLECTIONS upon developments at the London disarmament 
Conference : 

The life of England depends upon the preservation of her connection with the 
Dominions and the maintenance of her arteries of trade. Therefore, the British 
Government is demanding an increase of cruiser strength and the abolition or re- 
striction of operations of the submarine. 

Japan is seeking dominance of Asia. To this end she favors quantitative and 
qualitative equality with the United States and Great Britain. This would assure 
her superiority in the Far Bast. A horizontal cut thereafter would increase her 
comparative strength. Her interests also call for limitation upon submarine ton- 
—_ to prevent long cruising radius and restrictions upon the operations of such 
ships. 

France, menaced by the revival of Germany as a land and air power, is in- 
sistent that the negotiations be broadened so as to include in their scope limitation 
of Armies and aircraft. 

Italy, suffering from League of Nations sanctions, is willing to accept naval 
limitation, provided she be of equal strength with France and sufficiently armed to 
guard her coasts and her colonies, existent or prospective. 

And the United States, anxious to be free from war, would avoid through a 20% 
cut, the expense of additional construction. In order to protect far-flung interests, 
it is merely insistent upon ships of long range operations. Without them we can 
play no effective role in distant quarters of the world. 

National interest necessarily is paramount in London. Hence the clash in 
underlying policies defined by the respective delegations and the difficulties in the 
way of agreement.

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| SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Secretary Dern Faces Tasks.—Secretary of War Dern arrived in San Francisco 
December 11, and after a few stops, including one at his Salt Lake City home, will 
journey on to Washington arriving there sometime next week. Facing him will be 
a number of important and pressing decisions, including probably the largest slate 
of appointment of General officers of the Army since the war. As previously dis- 
cussed in these columns these vacancies include four chiefs of branches, The Adju- 
tant General, the Inspector General, Chief of the National Guard Bureau and Chief 
of the Air Corps, and two major generals of the line and, as a consequence, two 
brigadier generals of the line. ‘These, it is expected, he will announce before 
Christmas. Early in the next year a number more will have to be filled, including 
the chief of Finance and five brigadier generalcies. 

Another matter of immediate importance which the Secretary will have to take 
up with his new Chief of Staff (whom he has not seen since his appointment was 
announced) is the matter of the Budget. Since the Secretary’s departure for the 
Philippines the budget has been processed through the Bureau of the Budget and 
congressional hearings will begin on it next Monday. General Craig will make the 
opening statement, but it is likely that upon his return to Washington Secretary 
Dern will also appear before the committee. 

Also before the Secretary will be the impressive report made in his absence by 
Brig. Gen. Frank M. Andrews, commanding general of the General Headquarters 
Air Force, on the lessons of the first six months operation of that Force, including 
a number of recommendations. It is expected, also that the report of the Browning 
board, appointed to study Air Corps personnel matters, also will be ready shortly 
as will the report of the special board appointed to select sites for strategic air 
defense bases throughout the country. 











Chief of National Guard Bureau—The expiration of the tour of Maj. Gen. George 
BE. Leach as chief of the National Guard Bureau puts before Secretary of War 
Dern and his chief of staff, General Malin Oraig, a knotty problem in the selec- 
tion of a successor for this important office. General Leach is a candidate to 
succeed himself, and the National Guard Association at its recent convention 
adopted a resolution strongly urging his retention. It was stated that the Gov- 
ernors of the various states, whose recommendations are always sought, have 
all submitted their preferences and that 40 of them suggested the retention 
of General Leach, although a large number also named an alternate. However, 
in view of the recent rigid adherence to the one term principal among army branch 
chiefs and particularly in view of the President's failure to reappoint General 
MacArthur as chief of staff for that reason, it is generally believed that General 
Leach will not be reappointed. 

Among those who are being prominently mentioned for the post are, Maj. 
Gen. Roy D. Keehn, of Illinois, commanding general of the 33rd Division; Col. 
O. W. MeNeese, of Louisiana; Col. James ©. Dozier, of South Carolina; Brig. 
Gen. Raymond H. Fleming, of Louisiana; Maj. Gen. Robert H. Tyndall, of In- 
diana, commanding general of the 38th Division; Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, 
of Maryland, commanding general of the 29th Division; Col. Herold J. Weiler, 
of Texas, now acting chief of the Bureau; Col. Albert J. Culbertson, of Illinois; 
‘ Gol. D. John Markey, of Maryland, and Brig. Gen. William F. Schohl, of New York. 

If General Keehn could be induced to accept the office his selection would 
‘be warmly received both in the National Guard and the Regular Service. He 
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recently completed an active and productive term as president of the Nationa) 
Guard Association. He has been recouperating from a serious automobile acgj. 
dent but it is believed he will be well enough to take over the post if he woulg 
accept it. 

Colonel McNeese, General Fleming, Colonel Markey and Colonel Dozier are 
likely to receive serious consideration. It is not probable that General Reckord 
nor Colonel Culbertson are candidates or would be likely to accept the post. (oj. 
onel Weiler, now acting chief, undoubtedly will be given serious consideration ang 
also would be well thought of by the guard. 

At any rate, a settlement is to be expected shortly. Secretary Dern probably 
will return to Washington some time next week to tackle the task. 


Radio Communications.—The important part played by the radio in the Navy jg 
emphasized by Secretary Swanson in his annual report to the President. 

“There are,” Secretary Swanson points out, “36 naval radio-traffic stations and 
43 radio direction-finder stations in active commission. There are nine traffic stg. 
tions in a decommissioned status. The naval radio station at Bar Harbor, Me., wag 
decommissioned and in lieu thereof the naval radio station at Winter Harbor, Me, 
was commissioned March 2, 1935. 

“The total traffic handled over the naval-shore radio system, including relays, 
during the fiscal year is estimated at 127,081,726 words. Fifty-three per cent of the 
Government traffic handled was for other Government departments. It is estimated 
that the saving on Government traffic, assuming that otherwise it would have beep 
sent over commercial lines, was $1,561,152 for the Navy traffic and $1,764,330 for the 
traffic of other Government departments. 

“During the year the radio direction-finder stations have continued to render 
excellent service to Government and merchant shipping as well as to aircraft. About 
28,000 bearings were furnished to naval vessels and about 180,000 bearings to other 
craft. The value of this service is exemplified by many letters of appreciation from 
vessels of the merchant marine, both foreign and domestic. 

“A total of 22,578 broadcasts of time signals was sent out from Navy shore 
stations during the fiscal year. This very large increase over previous years was 
necessitated by the insistant request of scientific users of this service, such as the 
coast and geodetic survey’s field parties, seismic laboratories, etc. 

“Weather bulletins are broadcast daily from 26 naval radio stations and hydro- 
graphic bulletins from 21 stations. Numerous frequencies are employed to insure 
adequate dissemination of important information. Assistance is also rendered to 
the weather bureau in collecting information upon which these bulletins are based. 
This service is of particular necessity and value to all mariners. 

“During the fiscal year 1935 there was deposited in the United States Treasury, 
to the credit of “miscellaneous receipts” by the naval communication service, the 
sum of $44,000 as earnings on commercial traffic handled during the year. Efforts 
have been continued to turn over, wherever possible, to commercial companies the 
commercial traffic, now handled by the Navy. However, all the more important 
and profitable traffic has long since, in accordance with law, been left to the com- 
mercial interests. 

“The training of the naval communications reserve has continued satisfactorily. 
There are 29 reserve radio-contro] stations equipped with Government-owned trans- 
mitting and receiving equipment. During the latest fleet problem, communication 
reserve personnel were placed on temporary duty in the 11th, 12th, 13th and 14th 
naval districts and in the Navy Department. 

“The office of naval communications cooperated with other interested depart- 
ments in preparing exhaustive data for use at the International Technical Radio 
Oonference at Lisbon last fall. The director of naval communications attended 
as a United States delegate.” 


Damage to USS Quinecy.— Delivery of the new heavy cruiser Quincy, now more than 
90 per cent completed at the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Company’s Fore River, Mass. 
plant, will be delayed another month, the Navy Department stated this week, as 
the result of damage to the reduction gears. Already three months behind 
schedule, which called for completion early next month, the vessel will be held 
up until May as the result of either accident or sabotage. A small bolt which had 
gotten into the reduction gears, completely ruined them when they were first 
tested and an investigation was instituted to attempt to ascertain whether or not the 
happening was the result of sabotage. In a preliminary report to the Navy Depart 
ment, however, Rear Adm. Paul Dungan, naval inspector, expressed the opinion 
that the ruining of the gears was accidental. Secretary of the Navy Swanson, in 
revealing Admiral Dungan’s finding, declared that the reduction gear of the USS 
Vincennes, under construction at the same plant, will be installed in the Quincy. 
The Vincennes, about 70 per cent complete, is to be finished in January, 1937. 


Representative Parks Defends Defense.—Representative Tilman B. Parks chairmad 
of the military subcommittee of the House appropriations committee, put up 4 
spirited defense of military preparation before an apparently unsympathetic audi- 
ence in Washington Dec. 8. The occasion was a lecture by Sir Norman Angell, 
British laborite. After the lecture when questioning of Sir Norman began, Mr. 
Parks made the statement that no American soldier had ever fired a gun except 
in defense of his country. This drew hisses and boos, but Representative Parks 
continued, saying that “There’s going to be another war sometime. If you (the 
audience) had your way you wouldn’t prepare for it. But in spite of that, its 
going to be ‘done.” 


Medals for ROTC.—The National Society of the Sons of the American Revolutioa, 
in 1933, designed a medal for award to members of the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps, selected for leadership, soldierly bearing, and excellence in the theoretical 
and practical work of the course. The National Society carries these medals in 
stock and encourages their presentation to ROTC units by State Societies and | 
Chapters of the 8. A. R. 

Several State Societies have adopted the policy of presenting a set of four of 
these medals annually to each of the ROTO units in the State. One of the 
is awarded to a member of each class, as selected by the Professor of Military 
Science and Tactics, the presentation being made at the Annual Federal Inspection 
by an official or a representative of the Society. 

Mention of the adoption of these medals has been made in the publications of 
the Sons of the American Revolution, but the fact of their availability is not se 
erally known. The National Society desires to secure a wider use of these 
with the hope of stimulating interest in ROTC courses, and suggests that PMS & Ts 
communicate with the President or Secretary of the State Society of the S, A.

Thé 
presence of the four generals’ results 
from an inspection trip made by mem- 
bers of the committee this Fall. 

“General Malone will be the first wit- 
ness before the committee,” Chairman 
Parks said this week. “He will be fol- 
lowed by General Drum, General Brown 
and General Hagood, though not nec 
essarily in that order and then we will 
hear from the War Department officials. 
What we want to do is to look after the 
places of most importance to us such as 
the Pacific Coast, Hawaii and the Canal 
Zone. Other parts of the country are 
fairly well taken care of except Texas, 
and the need there is principally hous- 
ing. 

“Our coast defenses and nviation need 
looking after as well as the housing in 
several places. The committee knows 
fairly well what the Army needs, and 
what we must do is decide upon the 
priorities. We haven't enough money to 
do all we want to. and must decide 
what is needed most.” 

Representative Purks said that his 
committee would vonsider the question 
of additional grades and ratings, and 
that if the War Department and the 
budget favored additional funds for 
more men in the higher grades the com- 
mittee would probably recommend the 
necessary money. 

Army Mutual Aid Association 

During the past week fifteen officers 
joined the Association and eleven mem- 
hers increased their insurance from 
$3.000 to $6,000. 


Army and Navy “Silenced” 

The War and Navy Departments had 
“nothing to say” this week as to pur- 
ported directions from President Roose- 
velt that they refrain from expressing 
opinions as to the activities of civilian 
organizations. 

According to members of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ican, the President had expressed himself 
as “greatly chagrined” over the reported 
act of the Office of Naval Intelligence 
in placing that organization on a list of 
groups supposed to be giving aid to the 


cause of communism. Dr. Samuel Me- 
Crea Cavert, general secretary of the 
council and the Rey. Joseph R. Sizoo, 


of Washington, D. C., made the protest, 
it was said, because of resentment at 
the classification and because they con- 
sidered it “big navy propaganda.” 

At the Navy Department the only 
answer given queries was that Secre- 
tary Swanson had said that the matter 
was one between the President and the 
Council and that the Navy “had no com- 
ment to make.” Army officials ex- 
pressed ignorance over the whole affair, 
declaring “that to their knowledge” they 
had received no instructions from the 
President in the matter. 


Porter Family Honored 

Tribute was paid this week to two of 
the Navy’s greatest heros, members of 
a distinguished family which has been 
identified with the naval service almost 
since its birth. 

In honor of Commodore David Porter, 
outstanding naval figure of the War of 
1812 and early naval history, and Ad- 
miral David Dixon Porter, famous per- 
sonage of Civil War times, the destroyer 
DD 356 of 1850 tons displacement was 
christened “USS Porter” at New York, 
Dee. 12. And another Porter, still prom- 
inently identified with naval life, acted 
ws sponsor for the new craft. Miss 
Carlile Patterson Porter, 





ton, D. C., daughter of Brig. Gen. David 
Dixon Porter, USMC, Adjutant and In- 
spector of the Marine Corps. 

The new destroyer which is sched- 
uled te join the Fleet next Summer, is 
the third vessel in history to be named 
for the Navy’s first family. The first 
one was a torpedo boat built in 1895. 
It was in active service until 1912, when 
it was sold. The second ship was also 
a destroyer. It was built in 1913. 


Florida Air Force Maneuvers 

Miami, Fla.—The Florida Concentra- 
tion and Maneuvers of the GHQ Air 
Force is the first attempted by Brig. 
Gen. Frank M. Andrews since the organ- 
ization of the Air Force in March of this 
year. 

The data collected is being evaluated 
and the preliminary conclusions and rec- 
ommendations are being formulated. 
These will become the basis of the future 
development of the air force. General 
Andrews’ original plan called for a 
“within twenty-four hours” concentration 
of the modern air craft elements of the 
force from their home bases at March 
Field, California, Barksdale Field, La., 
Selfridge Field, Mich., and Langley 
Field, Va. 

The concentration of all combat units 
was completed within twenty-two hours 
and fifty minutes without the loss of a 
single unit. On the day following the 
arrival of the three wings at Vero Beach, 
Miami Municipal, Ft. Pierce and the Air 
Force Headquarters at Chapman Field, 
a ten-day period of intense activity be- 
gan. Each unit has flown from one to 
three missions per day and the commu- 
nications of the air force have been put 
to a severe test. In fact, these exercises 
have provided a wealth of material from 
which communication plans for the fu- 
ture can be made. 


Army Chiefs Urge Pay 

Declaring that “inadequate pay” is “by 
far the most adverse condition affecting 
morale, welfare and contentment of the 
Army,” Maj. Gen. J. F. Preston, in his 
annual report as the Inspector General 
of the Army, urged provision for ad- 
ditional pay for the services. 

The need for pay and additional per- 
sonnel also was stressed by two other 
War Department branch chiefs, Maj. 
Gen. James B. Allison, chief signal offi- 
cer, who urged additional pay for en- 
listed specialists, and by Maj. Gen. Up- 
ton Birnie, chief of Field Artillery, who 
called for an officer increase for his arm. 

“The rates of pay,” General Preston 
said, “are inadequate and this is by far 
the most adverse condition affecting 
morale, welfare and contentment and 
as a natural corollary discipline and 
efficiency. This handicap is particularly 
severe on the younger personnel, but it 
is met with fortitude in most instances.” 

Provision for adequate rates of pay, 
General Preston added, is “a major 
problem for the War Department and 
the Congress.” 

“It is essential, General Allison said, 
“if acceptable standards of maintenance 
and operation of the radio, telephone 
and meteorology services of the Army 
are to be maintained, that enlisted per- 
sonnel on such duties be placed on a 
pay standard comparable to that avail- 
able for personnel on like duty in other 
government departments and in civil 
life.” 


Officers Confer With President 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson and 


several ranking officers of the Navy 
held a two hour conference with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Dec. 12, for the only 





purpose, it was said, of securing addi- 
tional funds for the Naval Reserve. 


Present at the conference were Ad- 
miral Joseph Mason Reeves, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Fleet, in Wash- 
ington as president of the selection 
board, Rear. Adm. Joseph K. Taussig, 
Acting Chief of Naval Operations, Rear 
Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, Rear Adm. 
Christian J. Peoples, former Paymaster 
General of the Navy, and now Director 
of Procurement, Treasury Department, 
Rear Adm. P. 8. Rossiter, Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Navy, and Capt. Neil BE. 
N.chols, chief of the naval reserve pol- 
icy section of the Office of Naval Op- 
erations. 

There was considerable 
to the effect that the conference dealt 
with other matters than the reserve, 
although this was denied by several of 
the officers. They declared that it had 
nothing to do with the London confer- 
ence. What was discussed, it was said, 
was a plan to make the Nava] Reserve 
more attractive by providing additional 
pay for reservists. 

In explaining the conference yesterday, 
the President made it plain that he felt 
the Naval Reserve is wholly inadequate. 
He feels that instead of the present re- 
serve of some 22,000 to 25,000 men we 
should have a naval reserve of 150,000 
men and he believes that plans which 
have been on paper since 1920 can now 
be developed. This would mean it was 
indicated, that pay would be provided 
for men who go in the reserves after, 
4, 8, and 12 years as well as the 16 and 
20 year transfer men. There would be 
provision for training of merchant 
marine personnel and for specialists for 
various staff branches under the plan.

Purchase Trucks and Tractors 


Heavy equipment purchased for the 
Civilian Conservation Corps between 
April 1 and November 1, 1935, included 
approximately 25,000 trucks, 1,733 trac- 
tors and 1,145 tractor trail builders, it 
was announced this week by Robert 
Fechner, director of Emergency Conser- 
vation Work. The trucks, tractors and 
tractor trail builders were included in 
a table setting forth the major items of 
heavy equipment acquired for CCC use 
since April 1. The total cost of the 
enumerated items was $29,375,938.60. 

With the exception of Army trucks, 
employed for transporting supplies and 
men, all of the trucks and heavy equip- 
ment were purchased for use in carrying 
forward the nation-wide forest and park

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Admiral Standley’s Report 
Reporting upon the operation of the 
Navy during the past year, Admiral 
William H. Standley, USN, Chief of 
Naval Operations, stresses the need of 
additional personnel, modern auxil- 
iaries and major improvements in 
capital ships. 
Touching these points, he said: 
“The Chief of Naval Operations holds 
the view that when, in accordance with 
the approved Naval Policy, the com- 
wsition of the Fleet is established, it 
ig essential that adequate provision be 
wade for manning the ships properly. 
The fighting efficiency of a Navy is de- 
pendent upon the personnel, both offi- 
ers and men, who man it; and under- 
manned ships are always at a disad- 
rantage. Therefore, with the entry into 
grvice of the new ships, now author- 
ied and being built to bring our Navy 
nto accord within Treaty limits, it is 
very important that appropriate in- 
creases in the personnel be obtained. 


Naval Radio 

“The total traffic handled over the 
Naval Shore radio system, including re- 
lays during the fiscal year 1934-35, is 
estimated at 127,031,726 words. 47 per 
ent of the Government traffic was 
Navy traffic and 53 per cent was traf- 
fe for other government departments. 
It is estimated that the saving on this 
trafic, assuming that otherwise it 
would have been sent over commercial 
lines is $1,561,152 for the Navy traffic 
and $1,764,330 for the traffic of other 
government departments. 
“Excellent progress is being made 
in equipping the Navy’s high power 
low frequency stations with new trans- 
nitters and plans are also underway 
for the modernization of the Navy’s 
principal receiving stations.” 

Replacements of Battleships 
“The policy of non-replacement of 
attleships imposed by Treaty has re- 
silted in the necessity for many ex- 
tensive and expensive improvements to 
keep them up with the march of prog- 
eas in offensive and defensive material. 
Available funds have not been entirely 
idequate for this purpose. 
“Certain major improvements, so ex- 
tensive as to require special appropria- 
tions, are of primary importance and 
should not further be delayed. The tur- 
tets of New York and Texas should be 
iltered to permit the guns to fire at 
anges now possible to all other battle- 
ships of the Fleet, except Arkansas. 
The fire control installations of Ten- 
hessee and California are obsolete and 
should be replaced. The reciprocating 
engines of Oklahoma, New York and 
Texas, which are subject to destructive 
vibrations at speeds normally used by 
the Fleet for cruising, should be re- 
placed by modern turbine installations. 
The anti-aircraft batteries of New York 
ind Texas are obsolete and relatively 
ineffective and should be replaced by 
nodern batteries of five-inch guns. 
‘The Arkansas is the oldest battle- 
ship in the Fleet, the only one mount- 
‘ig 12-inch guns, and is obsolete in con- 
struction and equipment. Her material 
condition as regards upkeep, has im- 
ca during the year.

In a recent statement on the Fund, 
General John J. Pershing said: 

“The Civilian Military Education Fund, 
through its Advisory Committee, Charles B. 
Robbins of Chicago, Leigh R. Gignilliat of 
Culver, and George C. Marshall of the Army, 
represents a very important interest in the 
development of the National Defense. To 
my mind it also represents a splendid effort 
to improve the character and physique of 
the young men of this country. Financed 
through the liberality and patriotic idealism 
of Ralph D. Mershon of New York, who 
received his inspiration as a cadet at Ohio 
State University in the early ‘'80’s and in 
the democracy of the famous Plattsburgh 
training camps in 1916 and ‘17, it was 
organized for the purpose of encouraging 
civilian-military training for young men. 

“Already the Fund has served a valuable 
purpose in promoting the interests of both 
the ROTC and CMTC, the two finest schools 
of citizenship in America. Due to the per- 
sistent and highly organized drive of 
pacifistic and communistic groups to tear 
down the entire ROTC structure in the uni- 
versities and colleges of America, it is im- 
portant that some equally well organized 
agency should be on the alert to defend this 
most praiseworthy institution. The country 
cannot afford to ignore the insidious work 
of organizations inimical to the stability of 
this Republic. The Committee of the Civil- 
ian Military Education Fund has been com- 
pelled by the necessities of the situation to 
give a great deal of its time and to allot 
considerable sums of money to the protec- 
tion of the existing ROTC system against 
the carefully calculated attacks which have 
been featured during the past year. I speak 
with deep conviction in saying that if we 
value our heritage of liberty and good gov- 
ernment I know of no better agency to sup- 
port at the present time.” 

Marine Corps Shortage 

Declaring that the Marine Corps is 
the only arm of National Defense that 
was not substantially increased by 
either the 73rd and 74th Congress, Maj. 
Gen. John H. Russell calls attention in 
his annual report to an “acute shortage 
in enlisted personnel,” which “is viewed 
with much concern by the officers of the 
Marine Corps.” 

The present strength of 16,000 enlisted 
men, the Major General Commandant 
says, is 4,000 less than the number 
needed. A shortage of officers also 
exists, he declares. Since General Rus- 
sell wrote his report, President Roose- 
velt has partially remedied the situa- 
tion by approving an increase of funds 
in next year’s budget for an additional 
thousand men. 

Extracts from General Russell's re- 
port follow: 

Fleet Marine Force 

“The organization of the Fleet Marine 
Force into one of the units of the U. 8. 
Fleet progressed systematically but 
slowly during the past year because of a 
shortage of personnel. 

“At present the Force is under strength 
by approximately 3,000 men. Aircraft 
One and Aircraft Two are attached to 
the Fleet Marine Force. Aircraft One 
is at Quantico and Aircraft Two at San 
Diego. These squadrons are under 
strength by about 200 men and it is 
hoped that this Congress will provide 
the means for supplying the shortage in 
both the Force and Aviation. 

Marine Corps Reserve 

“The Reserve is progressing satis- 
factorily and the entire service has been 
divided into thirteen separate battalions. 
The total strength of the Reserve is 
9,061, which is approximately 1,500 below 
strength. The reason that the Reserves 
are below strength is because of the 
shortage of funds. The Reserve is 
definitely sharing part of the responsi- 
bility for carrying out the Mission of the 
Marine Corps. Plans call for it to re- 





place regular Marines and in some cases 
join regular Marine units in a National 
Bmergency. 

“Small arms markmanship shows a 
decided increase in rifle qualifications. 
12,482 men fired the rifle course for 
record, of whom 81% qualified in the 
grade of marksmen or better. For the 
fourth consecutive year the Marine De- 
tachment, American Embassy, Peiping, 
Ohina, won the Johnson Trophy, a prize 
awarded to the winner of the Inter- 


national Small Bore Rifle Team Match, 
participated in by the various legation 


guards. 

“Careful planning and cooperation 
have brought the cost of recruiting down 
to $24.09 per recruit, while the expense 
of maintaining a marine for a year has 
been cut to $820.00, about a 59% reduc 
tion, while the standards for recruits 
have been raised to the point that over 
9 of the marines recruited were 
either High School or College men.”

Evidence of this favor- 
able viewpoint among business men and 
the public in general is accumulating 
almost daily. During the month of 
November four national assemblages de- 
clared themselves heartily in agreement 
with President Reosevelt’s proposal to 
“call a subsidy by its right name” and 
to provide federal aid for American ship- 
ping very similar to the support granted 
to other major items of American busi- 
ness. 

Coupled with this favorable outlook is 
the growing sentiment in Congress that 
we stop talking about what we hope to 
do for our shipping and do it as soon as 
practicable. The Administration has had 
little difficulty in planning and construct- 
ing public works larger than any in the 
peace-time history of the nation. It 
has provided jobs for almost as many 
persons as were employed by the govern- 
ment at the peak of the World War. 
From the standpoint of feasibility and 
the relatively small total of funds re- 
quired, the modernizing and upbuilding 
of the American Merchant Marine would 
really be a minor project. 


During the past month several organi- 
zations acknowledged as the leaders 
among national groups consistently sup- 
porting the American Merchant Marine 
have come out openly for an aggressive 
government program of support of our 
shipping. The Twenty-second National 
Foreign Trade Convention, which met in 
Houston, Texas, declared that further 
trifling with the question may result in 
the complete loss of the gain made on 
behalf of the merchant marine in almost

Addresses Industrial College 


Dependence of the Aeronautical In- 
dustry upon the Government was stressed 
by Mr. J. H. Kindleberger, president of 
North American Aviation, Inc., in an ad- 
dress recently before the Army Indus- 
trial College in Washington. 

The need of keeping the industry in a 
healthy condition so as to be available 
for Na was brought out in 
the que ‘followed the lecture. 
Mr. Kindleberger pointed out that it 
would take a year to start quantity pro- 
duction on a simple airplane like a 
trainer, 18 months for an observation or 
attack, and two years for bombers. 

“One important thing to consider for 
this whole industry,” Mr. Kindleberger 
said, “is the fact that it is entirely de- 
pendent upon the Government’s business, 
with the exception of a few odd planes 
that are sold to private owners. That is 
not only true of companies that manu- 
facture airplanes for the Army and 
Navy but true also of those who operate 
transports, because transport operators 
could not possibly operate if they did 
not have the air mail to carry, even at 
the present rates. 

“Practically none of the transport com- 
panies are making any money. Some of 
them are suffering large losses because 
of the new air rates in spite of the fact 
that passenger revenue has gone up 50%. 
So the transport companies are depen- 
dent upon the Government, through the 
air mail. The companies that build 
transports are dependent on their opera- 
tions for the amount of commercial air- 
planes would not keep a tenth of the 
industry surviving. 

“The great difficulty in our present set- 
up is that it has been made a yoy 
ae tball and probably always will be; 

been the subject of innumerable he 
caishantieen. some vindicative and some 
inspired by Congressmen to get their 
names in the paper because there is no 
surer way to get publicity than to attack 
the airplane industry inasmuch as while 
it is small it has a romantic appeal and 
gets publicity without even trying, and 
also due to the belief that there are 
tremendous profits in the industry. It is 
just as difficult for the Army and Navy 
to buy the airplanes they want as it is 
for the manufacturer to build and sell 
them. 

“All of these statements have no re- 
flection on people. Our laws are so set 
up that they won’t permit a reasonable 
method of procuring airplanes. The 
English and the French have long ago 
abandoned the method of open competi- 
tive bidding and have adopted a definite 
scheme which consists of putting certain 
manufacturers on the approved list, 
limiting the number that can get on 
that list to the number that can survive 
on the amount of business, and that has 
kept up their manufacturing methods 
and research to a standard. This has 
kept the British aeronautical industry in 
excellent condition. 

“In this country one could start with 
$25,000 capital and build a ship that 
would have a good chance of selling. 
The fact that one had no organization 
behind him, no machinery, nor equip- 
ment and no facilities would not make 
any difference. One could bid under 
other companies that are forced to 
carry a large and expensive staff both 
for production and engineering. Such 
a condition can’t happen in England or 
in France or in most other countries 
where the political background is 
different. 

“T have had quite an argument with 
Mr. Warner on this question. He made 





the statement that we shorld encourage 
ingenuity and endeavor to bring up every 
little company that was started and in 
that way encourage development. 


T said 





the best example of what that meant 
could be given by an experience I had 
with a small rose garden out in Cali- 
fornia. I decided I was going to raise 
roses but I know no more about them 
than most people know about airplanes. 
I had a small plot of ground and a few 
rose bushes and they began to send out 
shoots all over the place and each time 
a shoot came up and looked good I put 
fertilizer on it and encouraged it. In 
the meantime the original bushes died 
and the younger ones were not bearing 
any roses. I got a Japanese gardener 
to look after the garden and very soon 
I had lots of roses. I asked him what 
he had done. He said, ‘Very simple. 
So much ground, too many flowers, no 
food, all die’.”

Touching on lighter-than-air, he said: 


“The outstanding airship event during 
the year was the loss of the USS Ma- 
con through a forced landing at sea on 
Feb. 12, 1935.

Reserves—No funds were provided for 
flight training of any aviators of the 
Volunteer Reserve, and if this class of 
Reserve officers is not given refresher 
flight training shortly the members 
thereof will cease to be aviators and 
this loss will be serious.

Housing — At Pensacola, Coco Solo, 
and San Diego, there is an acute de- 
ficiency of quarters for married officers. 
Conditions at Coco Solo are particularly 
deplorable where junior officers fre- 
quently have to live among squalid sur- 
roundings in Colon.
